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COMING EXHIBITIONS 


HE fall season will be introduced 
by the fourteenth annual exhibi- 
tion of Applied Arts and four spe- 
cial exhibitions, which open with a 
reception on the evening of October 7. 
The exhibition of Applied Arts always 
excites much interest and appreciation 
and as usual will have an attractive in- 
stallation. Each year certain special fea- 


tures give variety to the exhibition; 
among them, this year, will be a collec- 
tion of early American quilts belonging 
to Mrs. Emma B. Hodge and work of 
the Sybil Carter Indian Lace Associa- 
tion. Four lectures in connection with 
this exhibition to be delivered in Fuller- 
ton Hall by Mr. Arthur F. Payne and 
Mr. Frank Alvah Parsons on various 
branches of the general subject of ap- 
plied art will further elucidate the aims 
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and ideals of the exhibiting craftsmen. 

In conjunction with the Applied Arts 
exhibition the Chicago Ceramic Associa- 
tion and Chicago Society of Miniature 
Painters will show their work. At the 
same time, Mr. Frank C. Peyraud of 
Chicago will exhibit a collection of his 
paintings. Mr. Peyraud has received 
some important honors, among them the 
Silver Medal of the Chicago Society of 
Artists, the Clyde M. Carr Prize and a 
Bronze Medal at the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition. 

During this period also the eminent 
bibliophile and collector of manuscripts, 
Mr. W. M. Voynich, will show his col- 
lection of manuscripts and early printed 
books. This collection has appeared at 
Princeton University and in New York 
city, and has contributed some of its 
unsurpassed riches to the University of 
Pennsylvania, and to collectors or nmu- 
seums in Minneapolis and Cleveland. 
The Art Institute has already been for- 
tunate in acquiring for its permanent 
collections the Canterbury manuscript of 
the Latin Bible, an example of early 
13th century art. This remarkable 
manuscript is illuminated with about one 
hundred miniatures and historiated in- 
itials. A more extended account of it 
will appear in the next BULLETIN. 

Following these exhibitions will come 
the annual exhibition of American 
Paintings and Sculpture, which opens 
with the annual reception on the after- 
noon of Tuesday, November 16, and re- 
mains until January 2. After the holi- 
days, besides the usual annual exhibi- 
tions, arrangements are being made for 
several interesting special exhibitions and 
an important collection of paintings from 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition. 
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SUMMER EXHIBITIONS 


S the BULLETIN is no longer issued 
A ve the summer the last news 
of the temporary exhibitions was 
contained in the May issue. In May 
the annual exhibition of water colors, 
pastels and miniatures was opened. At 
the same time a group of nine Chicago 
artists held an exhibition of their recent 
paintings. The special decorations for 
this exhibition were designed by two of 
the exhibiting artists, Frederic C. Bart- 
lett and William P. Henderson. The 
harmonious color arrangement of pic- 
tures, walls and accessory objects proved 
very successful. The annual exhibition 
of students’ work followed, occupying 
nine rooms. 

In July there was an echo of the In- 
ternational Exhibition of 1913 in the 
very modern paintings of Albert Bloch 
of Munich, “compositional paintings” 
in the words of Mr. Arthur J. Eddy’s 
preface to the catalogue. From August 
18 to September 26, sculpture by Paul 
Manship was shown. Mr. Manship, 
who is one of the younger sculptors, is 
already represented in the permanent 
collections of the Art Institute by his 
“Indian and pronghorn antelope’’ pre- 
sented by the Friends of American Art. 
He has a fine sense of design and in- 
dulges in a decorative mode of expres- 
sion that shows him to be frankly un- 
der the spell of archaic Greece. Two 
exaniples of his work are illustrated in 
these pages. 

Robert Henri, from August 28 to Sep- 
tember 27, showed twenty-five examples 
of his most recent style, chiefly simple 
portrait studies of various foreign types, 
forceful summaries in a high color key. 
“Chow Choy” and “Lily Cow and “the 
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Water (PANEL IN CoLor)—By PAuL MANSHIP 


Queen” appear in this BULLETIN. Mr. 
Henri is represented in the Friends of 
American Art Collection by one of the 
fine portraits of American painting, his 
“Woman in black.” 


LOAN COLLECTIONS 


HE summer season was more than 
usually rich in fine loan collections 
generously lent by their owners. 
The collections of Mr. and Mrs. Cyrus 
H. McCormick, Mrs. W. W. Kimball, 
Mr. Charles L. Hutchinson and Mr. 
Martin A. Ryerson are well known to 
Art Institute members, and have been 
described before in these columns. This 
year Mrs, Kimball added to the pictures 
she has sent a fine Millet, Gainsbor- 
ough’s portrait of the Countess of Bris- 
tol, and a landscape by Richard Wilson. 
There are few English paintings in the 
Art Institute, so Mrs. Kimball’s exam- 
ples were especially welcome. 
Mr. Edward B. Butler, who lent a 
collection of his paintings last year, sent 
them again this summer. Paintings from 
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the collections of Mr. William O. Good- 
man, Mr. Cyrus McCormick, Jr., and 
Mr. Paul Schulze were seen at the Art 
Institute for the first time. Mr. 
Schulze’s paintings were American, all 
by well known men. Mr. McCormick’s 
Italian paintings of the Florentine, Sie- 
nese and Umbrian schools were a happy 
addition, for the Institute can show few 
Italian works. Mr. Goodman’s paint- 
ings were too many and too diverse to 
be reviewed in this brief space. His col- 
lection is very strong in fine American 
works and includes a remarkable Israels. 

These exhibitions remained through 
September, with the exception of the 
Cyrus H. McCormick collection, which 
remains through October, and the Ryer- 
son collection, which stays indefinitely. 
Mr. Ryerson has added to his paintings 
a Lucas van Leyden, several character- 
istic works by Francesco Guardi, a genre 
painting by Pieter Codde, a Renoir, and 
three splendid Monets. 

A very interesting collection of old 
manuscripts and books owned by Dr. 
B. L. Riese, has been on exhibition in 
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cases in the Ryerson Library. Dr. Riese 
has generously consented to allow them 
to remain for a week or more in Octo- 
ber, so that the students may have an op- 
portunity to examine the illuminations 
and the fine design of the lettered pages. 
These manuscripts have great historical 
as well as artistic interest, bearing the 
signatures of the Empress Maria The- 
resa, Charles V, King of Spain and Em- 
peror of Germany, Pope Gregory XIII, 
Pope Clement VIII and others. 


MEMORIAL TO MR. FRENCH 


Memoriat to William M. R. 
French, the late Director of the 
Art Institute, has been established 
by his brother, Daniel C. French, the 
sculptor. This memorial takes the form

to be used as a prize or scholarship to 
be awarded at least every two years to a 
student in the school of the Art Insti- 
tute. This use seems especially fitting 
on account of the deep personal interest 
which Mr. French always took not only 
in the administration of the school but 
in the welfare and success of all its stu- 
dents. 


THE WIRT WALKER GALLERY 


HE largest fund ever given to the 

Art Institute was received 

June from the executors of the 
Wirt D. Walker estate, with the ap- 
proval of the Circuit Court of Cook 
County. 


Mr. Walker, who died April 25, 


in 


sO 


1899, at the age of thirty-eight, left a 
will which provides, under certain con- 
ditions, that a corporation be formed to 
be known as the Wirt Walker Gallery, 
the object of which is to be “the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of a collection 
of works of art in the City of Chicago.” 
The will suggests that a site for this 
gallery be secured if possible in Lincoln 
Park; and requests, after providing for 
certain payments, that the principal of 
the trust fund be kept intact and the in- 
come expended on the founding and 
maintenance of the Wirt Walker Gal- 
lery. 

In the judgment of the executors, it 
was impossible to carry out in detail the 
plan set forth in the will. They could 
not secure a site in Lincoln Park; and 
many years would be required for the 
accumulated income to become sufficient 
for the purchase of a proper site and the 
building of a suitable gallery. Even 
then, the maintenance expenses would 
require so large a sum that there would 
be little left for the purchase of works 
of art. 

The executors therefore decided that 
Mr. Walker’s real desire, the establish- 
ment of a memorial art collection, could 
be better realized by establishing in the 
Art Institute of Chicago “The Wirt 
Walker Gallery.” The Art Institute 
will furnish both gallery and mainte- 
nance, so the entire income can be de- 
voted to the purchase of works of art, 
thus realizing in the most effectual man- 
ner Mr. Walker’s main object. 

Mr. Walker was closely connected 
with the Art Institute in its early and 
struggling days, as a Governing Mem- 
ber from 1886 until the date of his 
death, and as a Trustee from 1886 to 
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The executors believe that if the 


1892. 
Art Institute had been at the time of his 
will the flourishing institution it is to- 
day, Mr. Walker would have desired his 
memorial collection to be part of it. The 
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new plan will at any rate accomplish 
his real purpose far more effectually than 
his own plan, even had it been possible 
to carry that out in strict conformity 
with the provisions of his will.

A full report of 
the meeting with a review of the various 
addresses is contained in the July num- 
ber of Art and Progress, the magazine 
published by the Federation. 


AMERICAN Museum AssociATION— 
San Francisco was the place of the tenth 
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annual meeting of the American Associa- 
tion of Museums, July 6 to 9. The 
members were entertained by the muse- 
ums of San Francisco and nearby cities. 
This was the first time that the associa- 
tion had met west of Chicago. It proved 
an interesting experiment which will be 
reported more fully in the next BuL- 
LETIN.

RESIGNATION OF Dr. EMERSON.— 
Dr. Alfred Emerson, a member of the 
staff of the Art Institute for nearly 
twenty-five years, except during the 
periods of his connection with Cornell 
University and the University of Cali- 
fornia, has resigned in order to conduct 
the departments of history and languages 
at the Raymond Riordon School at 
Highland on Hudson, New York.

DeatH oF Mr. Pattison.—James 
William Pattison, who has lectured on 
the collections of the Art Institute since 
1896, died May 29, 1915.

Al- 
though chiefly a painter, he lectured and 
contributed articles on art subjects to 
various magazines. In 1910 he became 
editor of the Fine Arts Journal. He has 
held the office of President of the Chi- 
cago Society of Artists, and of Secretary 
of the Municipal Art League.

StuDENTS’ MaGAziNe—Students in 
the School are planning a new magazine 
to be known as The Art Student. The 
first number will appear some time in 
October. The School has not published 
a journal for years. The first school 
magazine, Brush and Pencil, was ab- 
sorbed by Arts for America, in 1892. 
The second Brush and Pencil, begun in 
1897, soon became a general art journal. 
The third school organ, The Sketch 
Book, of 1902, also expanded into a 
more general magazine before many 
months had passed. It is hoped that 
the new magazine will be spared a simi- 
lar fate. 

The plan of The Art Student, as out- 
lined by the student editor, Miss Har- 
mon S. Bailey, includes not only a chron- 
icle of student activities, but also news 
of the alumni and articles by well- 
known men and women who have been 
students of the Art Institute and by 
others who have a special interest in art 
and in the student. These articles the 
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students hope will produce a successful 
art journal which will be of value to 
the general reader as well as to the stu- 
dent and alumnus. Illustrations will 
of course be plentiful. Subscriptions, 
one dollar a year (eight issues), may be 
sent to the business manager, Philip J.

The Art Institute of Chicago was incorpo- 
rated May 24, 1879, for the “founding and 
maintenance of schools of art and design, the 
formation and exhibition cf collections of ob- 
jects of art, and the cultivation and extension 
of the arts of design by any appropriate 
means.” The museum building upon the Lake 
Front, first occupied in 1893, has never been 
closed for a day. It is open to the public 
every week day from 9 to 6; Sundays from 
12:15 to 10 P. M. Admission is free to mem- 
bers and their families at a!l times, and free 
to all upon Wednesdays, Saturdays, Sundays 
and legal holidays. Upon other days the en- 
trance fee is twenty-five cents. 

All friends of art are invited to become 
members. Annual Members pay a fee of ten 
dollars a year. Life Members pay one hun- 
dred dollars and are thenceforth exempt from 
dues. Governing Members pay one hundred 
dollars upon election and twenty-five dollars 
a vear thereafter. Upon the payment of four 
hundred dollars Governing Members become 
Governing Life Members and are thenceforth 
exempt from dues. All receipts from life 
memberships are invested and the income 
only expended. Benefactors are persons who 
have contributed $25,000 or more. 

All members are entitled, with their fam- 
ilies and visiting friends, to admission to all 
exhibitions, receptions, public lectures, and 
entertainments given by the Art Institute, and 
to the use of the Ryerson Library upon art. 


LIBRARY 


The Ryerson Library, containing about 1o,- 
ooo volumes, 30,000 photographs, and 13,000 
lantern slides on art and travel, and the 
Burnham Library, containing about 1,500 vol- 
umes on architecture, are open every day, in- 
cluding Sundays, and Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday evenings. The collections of 
photographs and lantern slides are available 
as loans. A library class room is provided 
for groups of students who may wish to con- 
sult books or photographs. The staff of the 
Library is always ready to assist in investi- 
gation.
